S.O. 799(E).—Amentment by incorporating a new clause 53 after clause 52 in Chapter Xm of the Bye-laws: 

3. Maintenance/disposal of Arbitration Records : 

1. The Original arbitration award with acknowledgements shall be preserved permanently. 

2. Other records pertaining to arbitration shall be preserved for 5 years from the date of award, in case 
the appeal for setting aside the award is not filed till such time. 

3. In case, an appeal is filed, the records, shall be preserved for five years from the date of final disposal 

by the Court. r 

4. The destruction of records shall be subject to the previous order, in writing of the Managing Director ' 
or the Exchange.
